ANNUAL  REPORT  FOB  THE  IEAR  1939. 

In  view  of  the  increasing  pressure  of  work  in  the  Public  Health 
Department  of  Local  Authorities,  and  the  need  for  strict  economy,  the 
Annual  Report  for  1939  is  issued  as  an  Interim  Report  as  suggested  by  the 
Minister  of  Health.  A  similar  procedure  was  adopted  during  the  last  War, 
for  the  years  1916-1918.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  this  was  in 
accordance  with  instructions  received  from  the  Local  Government  Board  on 
the  28th  December,  1917,  warning  all  Public  Officers  against  waste  of  time 

and  printing,  paper,  etc. 

There  does  not  appear  to  be  anything  of  an  urgent  nature  that  calls 
for  special,  comment, 

Measles  was  added  to  the  list  of  Notifiable  Diseases  during  the  year. 
The  Birth  and  Death  rates  are  based  on  the  figures  of  population 

supplied  by  the  Registrar  General. 

After  the  conclusion  of  hostilities,  we  hope  to  review  the  records 

and  present  a  complete  and  combined  report  for  the  War  period.

The  number  of  samples  taken  under  the  Food  &  Drugs  (Adulteration) 
Act  in  the  Long  Eaton  Urban  District  during  1939  was  94,  and 
included  49  samples  of  milk. 

Four  samples  of  Milk  were  reported  against,  three  being  slightly 
deficient  in  fat  and  one  sample  containing  a  small  amount  of 
extraneous  water.  No  proceedings  were  taken, but  the  Vendors  were 
cautioned.  All  the  remaining  samples  were  satisfactory.

Of  the  72  samples  taken  for  the  presence  of  Tubercle  Bacilli, 
by  animal  inoculation,  six  proved  positive.  Five  of  these  samples 
were  produced  outside  the  Urban  District  and  one  within  the  district. 
In  one  instance  the  guinea  pig  died  too  soon  for  the  result  to  be 
obtained.  The  County  Medical  Officers  of  Health  concerned  were 
notified  and  as  a  result  6  cows  were  found  to  be  affected  with 
Tuberculosis,  and  were  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1937. 

In  one  instance  where  a  positive  Tubercle  sample  was  obtained 
cows  affected  with  tuberculosis  were  not  discovered.
